Bill Making It Misdemean­ 
or To Adulterate 
Milk Passed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 14. 
—Three bills were vetoed by Gover­ 
nor Hyde today in a message to the 
senate. These are the first vetoes by 
the governor on legislation passed 
this session. One of the bills was by 
Senator Casey providing that auto­ 
mobile owners 
in Kansas 
City, St. 
Louis and St. Joseph must obtain a 
city license before they could obtain 
a state license. The governor termed 
I it class legislation and said it would 
increase the expense of the state au­ 
tomobile department enormously. 
The other two biils were by Sena­ 
tor MeCawiey and related to Jasper 
county. 
One provided four terms of 
the county court, convening on the 
first Monday in February, May, Aug­ 
ust and November and they be in ses­ 
sion the firs* three and the last busi­ 
ness days of each term. 
The gover­ 
nor said he saw no reason why Jas­ 
per county alone should be affected 
in this way. 
The other one provid­ 
ed that the probate judge could be­ 
come presiding judge of the county 
court in case of vacancy. 
The governor held this abrogated 
the appointive power of the governor 
and saw no reason for one county 
having such a law. 
Bills signed by the governor includ­ 
ed: 
An act by Cave giving watchmen 
at the University of Missouri power 
to make arrests. 
An act providing counties of less 
than 80,000 population may contract 
jointly for the erection and mainten­ 
ance of poor farms and alms houses. 
An act providing for a committee 
of the house and senate to burn all 
vouchers in the auditor’s office more 
than eight years old. 
An act eliminating Jasper county 
from the laws providing that judges 
of the county court in certain coun­ 
ties may be road overseers.

passed into stupor. The aged bishop 
has been ill more than a week, and 
his vitality is described as astound­ 
ing by attending physicians.

Charles F. Cramer, of San Francisco, 
who retired last month 
as general 
counsel for the Veterans Bureau at 
a time when the conduct of the bu­ 
reau was under 
fire iii 
congress, 
committed suicide today by shooting 
himself through the head. 
His body was found in the bath­ 
room of his home where he had lock­ 
ed himself after saying goodbye to 
Mrs, Clamer when she left on a mid­ 
night train for New’ York. 
The police found no message to ex­ 
plain his act, but his friends said 
that the nervous strain which had 
resulted from his connection with 
the 
bureau 
had 
undermined 
his 
health. 
The house in which Mr. Clamer 
lived and in which his body was 
found, was that occupied and owned 
by President Harding when he was 
a member of the senate. 
As general counsel, Mr. 
Cramer 
passed on the many contracts which 
w’ere made by the bureau during the 
past two years for the construction 
and rental of hospitals. Some months 
ago he and other 
bureau 
officials 
were bitterly assailed by some ofii- 
cials of the American Legion 
and 
members of congress. 
Shortly after 
the council of the legion had dis­ 
cussed bureau affairs at a meeting in 
Indianapolis, he issued a statement 
saying he had given 
patriotic 
aud 
wholehearted service to the bureau, 
had laid all the facts gefore Director 
Forbes, and was willing to abide by 
the latter’s decision as to w hether he 
should remain in office. 
Soon after­ 
ward his resignation was accepted. 
Since then the senate has ordered 
an investigation into bureau affairs 
and a special committee apjiointed 
for the purpose with John F. Ryan ol 
New York as its special counsel. Di­ 
rector Forbes himself has retired and 
the newr director, Frank T. Hines has 
promised to place before the investi­ 
gators ail the records of the bureau 
which they care to examine. 
Mr. Cramer’s body was found by 
servants alter they had discovered 
that his bed had not beerT’sIept in 
and after they had broken down the 
locked door to tho "bathroom. 
The 
police theory is that Mr. Cramer had 
spent the night pondering over the 
possibility of suicide and had made 
up his mind to shoot himself when 
the sun came up. 
Mr. Cramer was 45 years old. Dur­ 
ing the war he came to Washington 
and tried to get a commission in the 
army but because of a crippled arni 
and bad eyes he was refused. Irater

William Wolf Smith, who succeed­ 
ed Mr. Cramer as general counsel 
for the bureau said today that his 
investigation of affairs in the legal 
division had disclosed “nothing to 
Mr. Cramer’s discredit.”

The minds of the 
Greeks 
were 
some of the keenest which have ever 
existed on earth. 
For several hun­ 
dred years there was a golden age 
of Thought. 
Often when I think of the great 
men of olden Greece, I wish they had 
had shorter names. 
Most of them 
had very hard names—Aristophanes, 
Demosthenes, and so on. 
If 
they 
wTere shorter, I’d feel 
much 
freer 
about mentioning them. 
However, there was 
one 
long- 
named man I want to speak about 
today—Archimedes. 
He was one of 
the most noted scientists of olden 
times. 
He discovered ways to find 
the area of a circle. 
He invented a 
pumping machine, 
and an 
engine 
which w’as used to hurl missiles in 
war. 
There were other scientists and in­ 
ventors at work in Greece. They de­ 
vised windmills, and 
mills run 
by 
water-power. Perhaps most surpris­ 
ing of all, they Invented a fire en­ 
gine which threw* jets of water by air 
pressure. 
The power of steam was known to 
the Greeks. 
They had a machine 
such as is pictured today. 
It was a 
“steam engine” but the Greeks did 
not use it to drive machinery. 
In­ 
stead, they played with It as a mere 
toy, 
In the picture, a ball is to be 
seen balanced in the air by the pres­ 
sure of steam coming from a boiling 
cauldron. 
lf the Greeks had not treated their 


machines as toys, their inventions 
might have done much 
the 
same 
thing as certain inventions of our 
own time. As it was, they used their 
talents to 
create 
amusing 
things. 
Greece had small factories, but they 
contained no huge smokestacks such 
as we see today. Things were made 
by hand, not by machine.

against 5,232,000 bushels last year,! 
most of which is the southern coun ; 
lies that ‘bred themselves.” Through 
out the central and northern sections 
of the state wheat was more heavily 
shipped out, 63 per cent oeing ship­ 
ped against 57 per cent last year. 
The amount of oats for feed and 
seed Is only 4,574,000 compared

—Three years ago George Begley, Jr.,* 
was “rice king** of Southeast Mis- j 
sour!. 
Today he is a 
commissary ! 
clerk in the Missouri state penitenti­ 
ary. From one of the wealthiest and 
most respected men in the southeast 
section of the state he fell to the 
position of a convict. He has lost all 
his worldly goods, lost even his wife, 
for a year ago she divorced him on 
the grounds that he was a convicted 
criminal. 
But he still retains that 
which made him one 
of the 
out­ 
standing men of his part of the state 
—his initiative and self respect. 
Several years ago Begley conceiv­ 
ed the idea of growing rice on the 
waste lands of Southeast Missouri. 
People 
laughed, they 
called him 
“crazy.” But he persisted and at the 
age of 28 owned approximately fif­ 
teen hundred acres in rice and a 340- 
acre stock farm. 
His wealth was 
rated well into 
the 
hundreds 
of 
thousands. 
He continued to expand 
his holdings and to Improve them 
A bad year came and he lost money, 
and finally in desperation he borrow­ 
ed a large amount of money from a 
St. Louis bank on his personal note 
to which it is alleged he forged the 
indorsements of his mother-in-law 
and father. 
When it came due he 
was unable to pay and he was “sent 
up” for ten years charged with for­ 
gery. His property was all taken to 
pay his debts. 
But Begley 
may 
have 
another 
chance, prison officials said today. 
His application for parole was up for 
consideration today before the state 
board of pardons and paroles. Hun­ 
dreds of petitions have 
been 
filed 
with tee board by citizens of Poplar 
Bluff, his former home, asking for 
clemency. Even bankers who are his 
creditors are here in his behalf, say­ 
ing that if Begley is set free “we 
know he will pay us all.” 
Begley bas been a model prisoner 
ani prison officials are unanimously 
of the opinion that he should be set 
free. One official said: “If they set 
that boy free he’ll show ’em. 
He’ll 
probably go back home and in five 
years will be back where he was in 
1920, before be made his mistake." 
Citizens of Poplar Bluff say that 
Begley has done more for southeast 
Missouri than any other man. “Why, 
when Begley atarted in,” said one, 
“there wasn’t an acre of rice planted 
in the state. 
Now there are more 
than 150,000 acres of rice and we are 
growing rich from it, all because of 
him.”

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The Chicago Tribune in an 
editorial March 6th, says: — 


“ The senate committee on manufactures, 
directed by Senator La Follette, has returned 
a typical La Follette report attacking the 
various Standard Oil companies as, in effect, 
a monopoly more dangerous than the com­ 
pany was before its dissolution. The action 
emphasizes a growing tendency in this coun­ 
try to break down anything which is a success. 


“ We quote one paragraph as illustrative of 
the thought or lack of thought which produced 
the whole: ‘While it may be that a Standard 
company in a particular territory does only 
about half tile business in that territory— 
and some of the Standards do more than half 
and some less—yet in all territory some 
Standard company is so much larger than 
any single competitor that it has come to be 
almost universally accepted that the tank 
wagon price in any territory is controlled 
absolutely by the Standard marketing com­ 
pany for that territory.’ 
“ In words not arranged by Senator La 
Follette, that can mean oniy one thing, 
namely, that there is competition, and that 
prices are determined by the most efficient 
organization. If not, it is clear that a smaller 
company would undersell the Standard, and 
so bring prices down. 
The purpose of the 
report is to break up and destroy the more 
efficient organization for production and de­ 
livery of oil and oil products. What would 
It leave as a substitute! Numberless small 
concerns, doing business inefficiently and with 
high overhead costs, which without the com­ 
petition of the Standard would immediately 
force prices up, not down. 
Incidentally it 
would stimulate promotion of all sorts of 
wildcat oil companies which would dupe in­ 
vestors or speculators and help raise the price 
of oil products. 
“ In more detail, the report complains of 
the private use of Standard pipe lines, and 
wants to make them common carriers. 
In 
other words it would penalize a progressive 
organization and force it to divide its means 
of service with inefficient organizations. That 
sort of tyranny over business cannot go on. 
Human beings will not work without reward. 
They will not improve service or cheapen pro­ 
duction and distribution if the profit of such 
improvements is to be legislated away from 
them by socialistic demagogues. If this re­ 
port became the basis of the legislation it 
seeks it would destroy the incentive for im­ 
provement and energy in the oil business, and 
that business would lapse into a condition 
where we would pay many times the price we 
now pay for its products. 
“ Such thinking and such attacks upon suc­ 
cessful business of any kind threatens the 
same disaster. 
It means demoralization of 
industry and energy and threatens an end to 
all improvement. 


“ Tile writer of this editorial does not now 
own, and never has owned, nor expects to 
own, one share of Standard or any other oil 
stock. He has, however, owned flivvers, which 
consume oil products. 
He can understand 
how owners of automobiles would like to see 
the price of gasoline and oil come down. He 
can understand how a man like La Follette 
would seek the approval of the millions of 
automobile owners in this country by shout­ 
ing that they are being robbed, and promising 
to stop it. But he believes too much in the 
intelligence of automobile owners to think 
they will seek lower prices of gasoline by 
destroying the most efficient producer and 
distributor of gasoline. 
“ It would not only be folly to bring that 
about because of its immediate effect, but be­ 
cause of its future effect. The Standard Oil 
companies are doing more to establish new 
sources of supply outside this country for 
{American consumption than any other busi­ 
ness we know. 
They have prospectors and 
engineers and financiers working throughout 
the world to obtain wells. Are we so lacking 
in intelligence that we would destroy a con­ 
cern which is seeking to provide for our needs 
after our domestic supplies are exhausted! 
} “ There is but one suggestion in the entire 
report that appears sane and reasonable. 
That is the one for prohibition or regulation 
of export. That is worthy of consideration 
and study. 
It might be advisable, though 
even then we would have to consider possible 
retaliations and the question of whether it 
would be wise to cut off such a portion of 
our foreign trade. 
National defense might 
warrant it.’’

ST. JOSEPH, Mich., March 14.— 
Frank P. W alsh of New York and 
W ashington, attorney for W illiam Z. 
Foster, on trial for alleged violation 
of M ichigan’s criminal syndicalism 
law, and Judge Charles W hite, pre­ 
siding in the case, clashed this after­ 
noon over the right of individuals to 
preach the inherient right of a peo­ 
ple to stage a violent revolution. 
The court 
sharply 
criticised Mr. 
W alsh’s line of questioning and de­ 
clared the defense counsel was claim ­ 
ing a right existed to overthrow the 
government of the United States. No 
such right ever existed, Judge W hite 
said. 
Mr. W alsh entered an exception to 
the court’s remarks, in the presence 
of the jury as prejudicial to the de­ 
fendant. 
He insisted Foster or any 
one else had the right to point out to 
the people of America that the right 
to change the government by revolu­ 
tion existed, so long as he did not ad­ 
vocate actually changing it by force 
and violence.

MILLIONS GIVEN TO 
DUKE SON-IN-LAW

RIVERHEAD. N. Y„ March 14.— 
When Consuelo Vanderbilt divorced 
the Duke of Marlborough in 1921 
she left him in possession for life 
of the Income from a dowry of $2,- 
500.000 which she took to him when 
they 
were 
married. 
It 
was 
dis­ 
closed in an affidavit filed today by 
counsel in connection with the clos­ 
ing up of the 854.000.000 estate of 
the late William K. Vanderbilt, her 
father. 
The affidavit, listing the dowry as 
one of the debts against the estate 
which r educed 
its 
net 
value 
to 
850.222.812. sets forth that Vander­ 
bilt had entered into an antenuptial 
agreem ent with the Duke, adjusting 
money g u tte rs. 
The agreem ent pro­ 
vided that V anderbilt would settle 
on Consuelo 82,500.000 in securities, 
the income from which was to go 
to the Duke for life. 
The Duchess obtained lier final 
divorce decree May 13, 1921, after 
fifteen years of m artial discord and 
a little loss than two m onths later 
m arried Lieut. Col. Jacques Balsam, 
a French aviator, with whom she 
now is living in Paris. 
V anderbilt’s will, details of which 
were disclosed last week, gave the 
form er Duchess $1,934,571. 
The affidavit filed today also ex­ 
plained why Vanderbilt had left his 
widow, Mrs. Ann H arrim an R uther­ 
ford Vanderbilt bot $109,196. 
Before 
his death, the affidavit stated, he 
had settled on Mrs. Vanderbilt se­ 
curities valued at $S.230,OOO. 
The bulk of the estate goes to 
V anderbilt’* two sons, W illiam K. 
and Harold S.
